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Mexico, Texas prepare 
for landfall of first June 
hurricane in 15 years

MIAMI Gulf Coast residents began feeling 
the effects of Hurricane Alex’s outer bands 
Wednesday after at least two tornadoes 
touched down in southern Texas, the Nation- 
al Weather Service said. 

No injuries were reported from the twisters 
near Brownsville, but some damage was re- 
ported, including downed trees, the weather 
service said. 

Authorities shut the Queen Isabella Me- 
morial Bridge, which crosses to popular vaca- 


tion spot South Padre Island, as a precaution 
ahead of the approaching Alex, which gained 
strength Wednesday afternoon as it contin- 
ued churning in the western Gulf of Mexico. 


Alex was aiming its fury toward northeast- 
ern Mexico and southern Texas and was pick- 
ing up speed, the hurricane center said. 

The Category 1 storm, which became the 
first June hurricane to form on the Atlantic 
side of North and Central America since 1995, 
was expected to make landfall in Mexico late 
Wednesday or early Thursday. 

Tropical storm force winds extend outward 
up to 205 miles from the center of the storm 
and hurricane force winds extend outward up 
to 70 miles, according to the National Hurri- 
cane Center. 

President Obama issued a federal emer- 
gency declaration for Texas ahead of Alex’s 
expected arrival, the White House said Tues- 
day night.

Oil cleanup paused 

Choppy waters in the Gulf of Mexico 
have put oil spill cleanup efforts on 
standby—at least for the next sev- 
eral days, until storm conditions are 
expected to weaken, Coast Guard 
Adm. Thad Allen said Wednesday 
afternoon. Even though Hurricane 
Alex is headed away from the area 
affected by the BP oil spill, its winds 
and the waves the storm is produc- 
ing are forcing BP officials to send oil 
skimming ships back to shore, from 
Louisiana to the Florida Panhandle. 
But Allen, the federal government’s 
response manager, told reporters at a 
news conference that “skimming task 
forces are ready to be deployed as 
soon as weather abates.” 


Florida mobilizes 

Florida Gov. Charlie Crist said even 
though Florida may dodge any prob- 
lems with this storm, the Atlantic 
hurricane season is just beginning. 
“In Florida, we’ve had a lot of hur- 
ricanes a number of years ago, but 
we handled them very well,” he told 
CNN’s Campbell Brown. “The dif- 
ference and the distinction that we 
face now is that we have a Gulf of 
Mexico that’s full of oil. So our hope 
and our prayer is that we don’t have 
a mixture of hurricanes with oil that 
could potentially damage the beauti- 
ful beaches of Florida. But if we do, 
we're prepared for it.” cNN

Geish’s shop is tucked away in the Burr Ridge 
Village Center, an upscale lifestyle shopping 
complex that competes not only with shops in 
Burr Ridge that fall in DuPage County but also 
with Oakbrook Center mall 15 minutes away. 

As a result of the reduction in the county’s 
portion of the sales tax, the overall sales tax 
rate in Chicago will drop from 10.25 percent to 
9.75 percent, reducing the cost of a $1,000 pur- 
chase by $5. In Burr Ridge, the sales tax dropped 
to 8.75 percent from 9.25 percent as a result of the 
Cook County rollback. 

Opinions from shoppers on the slight rate 
drop were mixed. Jan Roberts of Chicago, who 
began shopping online after the Cook County 
Board passed the penny-on-the-dollar tax in 
2008, doesn’t think the rollback will affect how 
she shops.

EJ WASHINGTON With a series of quick quips 
and nimble sidesteps, Supreme Court 
nominee Elena Kagan deflected tough Repub- 
lican questions on her views and judgment to 
sail Wednesday toward likely U.S. Senate con- 
firmation. 

During three days of hearings, Kagan has 
coolly turned aside Republican criticism she 
would be a rubber stamp for President Obama’s 
political agenda, without revealing much of her 
own opinions about the court or its decisions. 

Kagan’s performance in the Judiciary Com- 
mittee drew praise from Democrats and com- 
pliments even from some critics and appeared 
to put her on a path to confirmation by the full 
Senate sometime in July. 

“She will be confirmed. I believe she will be 
confirmed,” said Rep. Orrin Hatch, a member 
of the Judiciary Committee, predicting there 
would be at least some Republican support. 

He said there was little chance Republicans 
would use a Senate procedure known as a fili- 
buster to try to block her nomination. “No one 
I know wants to filibuster,” Hatch told Reuters.

There’s a reason Bulls management didn’t fly to L.A. 
to woo Joe Johnson when the most anticipated free- 
agent season in NBA history finally opened for busi- 
ness at 11:01 p.m. Wednesday, Chicago time. 

Dwyane Wade is from here. 

With the Robbins native and Richards High prod- 
uct making Chicago his recruiting base, two league 
sources said the Bulls were working to meet with 
Wade on Thursday in a visit that could include a trip 
to the United Center. 

Even though Wade, 28, is widely expected to re- 
sign with the Heat, one source said he’s serious about 
going through the process of free agency and also will 
meet with the Knicks in Chicago on Friday. 

A courtship of Wade seemed far-fetched after the six- 
time All-Star questioned the Bulls’ loyalty during an in- 
terview with the Tribune in late May. But it also speaks to 
how high the Bulls’ sights are set, considering they also 
have a sit-down scheduled in Ohio with LeBron James 
and roughly $30 million in salary-cap space to burn. 

Sources said Chris Bosh also was expected to land 


in Chicago, where Henry Thomas, the agent he shares 
with Wade, is based. Bosh’s desire for a sixth contrac- 
tual year that only the Raptors can give him in a sign- 
and-trade transaction and the Bulls’ ill-fitting parts for 
Toronto have dropped the Bulls’ chances for Bosh. 

All season, whispers have persisted that Johnson's 
first choice in free agency would be to play alongside 
Derrick Rose and sign with the Bulls. But several me- 
dia outlets on Wednesday echoed a ‘Tribune report 
from ‘Tuesday that the Hawks are preparing a six-year,

Although the Bulls might meet with Wade first, their 
chances to land James are more realistic, even in the 
face of stiff competition from the Cavaliers and Nets.

Let’s just be honest: 
Shyamalan is an idiot 


A bald kid with a giant arrow tattooed on his forehead 
(Noah Ringer) trains to be an all-powerful Avatar with 
the ability to bend every natural element. The boy, who 
can bend only air so far, tries to bend water. Elsewhere, 
a humiliated prince (Dev Patel of “Slumdog Million- 
aire”) seeks acceptance from the Fire Nation, and Sokka 
(Jackson Rathbone of “The Twilight Saga: Eclipse”) 
boasts a ponytail that makes Robert Pattinson’s mess 
look like a well-thought-out style choice. 

The buzz: In adapting the popular Nickelodeon TV 
series “Avatar: The Last Airbender,” outrageously over- 
rated writer-director M. Night Shyamalan (“The Sixth 
Sense,” exclusively crappy movies ever since) made one 
smart choice in dropping the word “Avatar” from the 
title. He’s also taken heat for re-casting many of the 
most sympathetic (and previously Asian) characters 


with white actors. Nothing says kids movie like racially 
focused controversy. 

The verdict: Huh? The movie swoops from the 
Southern Earth Kingdom to the Northern Air Temple 
to the Midwest WhoReallyCares Conservatory while 
making no sense of the talking dragon spirit or flying 
bison who looks like he escaped “Where the Wild 
Things Are.” The tone never is as serious as intended 
and often ironic by accident, partially due to some 
ridiculous transitions and the performance of “Daily 
Show” correspondent Aasif Mandvi. The fights are hol- 
low and magic-free. The muddy 3-D looks so bad, you'll 
think your glasses are broken. If you need a Bender to 
entertain your kids, he’s on “Futurama.”

Unlikely journey 
for young star of 
‘Last Airbender’

M. Night Shyamalan, a director with a sixth 
sense about young performers, auditioned 
“every child on this planet who was interested 
in acting and knew about martial arts” for 
“The Last Airbender.” 

Or so it seemed, and then Paramount Pic- 
tures told him it planned to launch a website 
and invite hopefuls to post auditions to it. 

“I was like, knock yourself out, this is never 
going to come to anything,” he said in a phone 
interview. 

Thousands of would-be stars submitted 
their auditions, and hundreds of the most 
promising were sent to the Philadelphia 
filmmaker. He whittled the field to the best 
20 and then top five, including a martial arts 
champ from Dallas, who filmed his audition 
in a basement. 

Shyamalan invited the boy, Noah Ringer, to 
join two professionals in auditioning in person. 

“Lo and behold, the Internet got me the 
star,” Shyamalan said of Ringer. “This is a kid 
who’s home-schooled, like a monk, shaves his 
head like Aang, is totally into martial arts like 
Aang and has the kindest heart of a human 
being you'll ever meet.” 

Shyamalan’s casting of three of the four 
main roles with white actors has caused con- 
troversy with Asian-American groups, but 
Paramount has defended the casting. The 
world can weigh in on Shyamalan’s choices 
Thursday, when “The Last Airbender” opens 
in theaters. 

For those moviegoers who aren’t familiar 
with the cartoon, just what is “The Last Air- 
bender”? It’s an epic fantasy in 3-D (converted 
after filming) and the first of a hoped-for tril- 
ogy, set in a world with four nations known as 
Air, Fire, Earth and Water. 

“Once in a generation, there’s an individual 
born who can manipulate all four elements. 
This is the Avatar. This person disappears, 
and a hundred years pass and the whole world 
has gone upside down,” Shyamalan said. “Sud- 
denly, this boy is found in the ice ... and he has 
very little time to learn how to be this person 
that everyone needs him to be.”
